(1) USER FEES, The fees charged to a financial institution for the use
of the unit hy the institution or its customers are equitably apportioned
and reasonaﬁly reflect the costs of the services actually provui)ed to the
institution or customer. Such fees may provide for the amortization of
development costs and capital expendltures over a reasonable period of
time.

(2) Customer services, Fach financial institution makmg use of the
unit maI\; permit its customers to make use of all of the functions per-
formed by the unit at each location of the unit or only those functions

The statement shall be provided on a
monthly basis for each month in which a transaction occurs, or once
every 3 months, whichever is more frequent. The statement shall iden-
tify the date, location and nature of each transaction.’An account state-
ment issued under this subsection may include transactions made
through a remote service unit or otherwise. '

through a remote service unit by a customer of an assocation shall be
evidenced by & written document provided to the customer at the time
of the transaction.
